Fred, the’ eld- 
est and strongest of the three 
boys, thinking he was strong 
enough: to offset the effects of 
the gas, then lowered himself 
and shared the same fate as ar 
others. 


The alarmed father then 
sought aid from neighbors and 
Arthur Betty, who resided 
nearer tohimthan any of the 
others, was summoned. With 
a rope tied about his waist and 
with a saturated handkerchief 
tied about his nose, he lowered 
into the well. Here the terrible 
truth was revealed. ‘The three 
young men were piled upon 
each other at the bottom. Fred 
who descended last, was first 
brought to the surface, Paul, 
who entered the well before 
him, was then brought to the 
air above, where both were re- 
vived. The third son, however, 
was beyond all medical aid and 
had succumbed to the fumes 
long before being brought to 
the surface, and it is thought 
that his death was _ further 
hastened by the others, lying 
on top of him, shutting off what 
little oxygen there was at that 
depth.

No assistance has — been 
given to any company proposing to 
bulla in places where cold storage es-

AT MEDICINE HAT 
Marked Industrfal Progress Under 
Way in Western Town 


Medicine Hat citizens some time ago 
voted in favor of four industrial and 
nine municipal works by-laws. The 
industrial by-laws represent an ad- 
dition of nearly 1,000 workmen when 
the plants and equipment are com- 
pleted. They will entail an expendi- 
ture. of over $3,000,000.on capital ac- 
count, . rs 

The Great West Iron, Wood and 
Chemical Company, represented by 
Felix Frank, D, B. Hanna, Honorable 
F. H. Phippen, K.C., M. GC. Grant, and 
Hector Meinnis, agrees to spend ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 in the erection 
and equipment ofa plant for the manu- 
facture of car wheels, steel under- 
frames, box cars, flat cars and en- 
gineering accessories, and promises to 
become one of the most important in- 
dustries in Alberta. This industry will 


employ about 300 hands at the start, 


L. Carey Wright, of Sauk Center, 
Minnesota, wiil 
manufacturing concern to be known 
as the Medicine Hat Radiator Com- 
pany. Local capital will also be in- 
| terested in this concern and an in- 
vestment ‘of $100,000 will be made, 
employing about 50 hands at the out- 
set, 

The Saskatchewan Bridge & Iron 
| Company will be erected on the west 
industrial site and will entail an in- 
| itial investment of $150,000 and em- 
poy about 150 hands. 

The Canada Cement plant which 
will manufacture 4,000. barrels of ce- 
ment daily, is to be constructed by 
the Hunt Engineering Company. This 
also will be an Industry of vast im- 
portance to Medicine Hat and will em- 
ploy an army of workers, not only 
in the coustruction. wérk but in thc 
gneration of the plant itself.

Plants. 

Currants can be grown from seed, 
but the method ty not used except by, 
the plant breeder, Plants are ngually, 
procured from nurserymen. : 

The plants used are grown from cut, 
tings of the ripened wood or from lay: 
erings. The cuttings are made from 
the current, season's wood in August 
or September after the leaves have 
fallen, These are made seven or 
eight inches long and are planted in 
well prepared. garden soil, with only 
an inch above ground, four inches 
apart, in rows ‘three feet apart. By, 
winter root growth will have started, 
and in the spring they will start off 
and grow gtrongly. They should be 
kept well cultivated in the growing 
season to conserve the moisture. They 
are sometimes planted when one year 
old, but the best results will be ob- 
tained by allowing them to grow a 
two seasons before setting... 

The branches may be rooted by, 
bending them down and covering with 
soll,-leaving the tips exposed. After 
one sensoh they should be cut loose, 
Hifted and grown in nursery rows for 
one season before being planted’out 
They are also layered successfully by. 
cutting off the clump, encouraging as 


' many young shoots .as possible and 


then mounding goil in and about them 
to a height of eight or ten inches. 
. 4 Planting. 

In jarge plantations the best plan is 
the check system. Use a single plant 
to establish a bill and plant 6 by 6 feet 
for best results. Where continuous 
rows are used the plants should stand 
81 or 4 by 6 feet. 

Cultivation and Mulching. 

The currant. must not be cultivated 
deeply, for it is a shallow rooted plant. 
The necessary moisture must be main- 
tained by continual surface enltivation 
or by. mulching. 

Ashes, sawdust, straw and manure 
are used for mulching. Hardwood 
sawdust, if not worked into the soll, is 
probably the best. Apply to a depth 
of several inches. Manure is good and 
tends to keep a supply of plant food 
always at hand. The best method of 
mulching is to confine the application 
to the hills and within the row, where 
the continuous row is used. The space 
betsveen the rows ts cultivated. 

Pruning and Thinning. 

The plants probably produce the best 
fruit and the Jarger portion of it on 
the two and three year old wood. 

In practical field culture four to 
eight.main stems are allowed to devel- 
op, and a system of renewing by cut- 
ting oot the wood over three yenrs old 
is followed. The greater part of the 
fruit is borne near the base of the 
shoots... For this reason it is advan- 
tageous to nip back the growing shoots 
fo the summer senson when they have 
reached about eighteen inches. 

Harvesting and Marketing. 

The currants, if to be sold, should 
never be stripped when one ts picking. 
The stems of the bunches should be 
cleanly severed from the branches, 
The fruit 1s sald to make better jelly 
when picked just as the currants are 
ripening and while the frults on the 
tips of the bunches are green. 

Winter Protection. © 

Currants will osually be suffictently 
protected in tbe northwest if the 
branches are simply gathered op and 
tied in a bundle. 

Pests and Diseases. 

The greatest pests of the currant are 
the currant worm, currant borer, leaf 
spot and mildew. Directions for con- 
trolling them may be obtained from 
any agricultural experiment station, 

Gooseberries. 

The gooseberry is closely related to 
the currant. It is largely used green 
for sauce, for ples and for canning. 
For jam and preserves it is usually 
preferred ripe. 

The cultivated sorts are derived 
from European sources, the native 
wild species and hybrids of these spe- 
cles, Those of European aod hybrid 
species are larger and heavier bearers, 
but are more susceptible to mildéw. 
However, this once insuperable foe is 
now readily controlled by proper meth- 
ods of planting, cultivating and spray- 
ing. : ; 

The gooseberry is generally quite 
hardy {n the northwest and will suc 
ceed alongside the currant. The propa- 
gation and planting are the same as 
for that fruit. In fact, tdentical treat- 
ment may be given it, with the follow- 
dog variations:

The herding together of patients was 
a marked feature, and, though the 
beds were big, it 1s startling to read 
of twelve or even fourteen being placed 
in one, Up to the seventeenth cen- 
tury four posters were in common use, 
and the. brilliant idea that the con- 
valescents might be provided for on 
the solid canopies was duly carried 
into effect. The patients mounted by 
ladders. It is stated that in 1592 no 
fewer than 63,000 persons died of 
plague in the Hotel Dieu alone.

Dillon Otter, K.C.B., 0.V.0. 

Gen. Otter was born in the co nty 
of Hurén many years ago. Indeed, 
he will shortly have reached the 
psalmist’s limit, He began his mili- 
‘tary career as a private in -the 
Queen’s Own Rifles, Toronto, later 
taking a commission and rising to be 
commanding officer of the regiment. 
This was accomplished by sheer merit. 
He had neither birth nor wealth to 
help him. He won all his beeps 
ment on the strength of being a good 
soldier and good organizer. His 
first active sdrvice as an officer was 
in the Rebellion of '85. when he com- 
manded the Battleford Column. It 
has always been a moot point as to 
whether this Column covered itself 
with glory or not, but it at least did 
its duty fearlessly and in a soldierly 
manner. When the first Canadian 
contingent was sent to South Africa, 
in October, 1899, Gen. Otter was in 
command. He was wounded during 
the campaign and returned at the end 
of a year. He was mentioned in de- 
spatches twice, was made Companion 
of the Bath and received the Queen’a 
medal with four clasps. He also had 
the honor of being presente 1.to Queen 
Victoria with his men on the way 
home from Africa. 

After serving as Inspector-General 
and Chief-of-Staff. of the Canadian 
forces, he retired last October with 
full rank and pension. Sir William 
and Lady Otter will reside in Toronto.

“Eskimos never wash themselves,” 
fays’ a missionary stationed at a 
tiny settlement on Great Whale river 
in the far north. ‘‘I have often seen 
an Eskimo woman washing her 
young children like a cat does a kit- 
ten—by licking them all over. Their 
only means of livelohood lies in 
catching seals. They are always on 
the lookout for seal holes in the ice. 
They eat the blubber—that is, the 
fat of the seal—and clothe them- 
selves or at any rate make their 
trousers out, of sealskin. It is very 
cold—45 degrees below ‘zero as a rule 
—and we Europeans have to keep 
roaring fires going in every room of 
our houses. , 

“The people don’t live in villages, 
but separately in families,’so0 as to 
have as wide a field for hunting as 
possible. They are a revengeful peo- 
ple. <A short while ago an Eskimo 
was out hunting and saw a black 
dot in the distance on the ice. On 
approaching he was certain that it 
was a seal just protruding from a 
seal hole. He fired and hit it, but 
when he got up to ite found that 
he shot a man. He called on the 
widow, said how sorry he was, 
promised to help the woman and 
asked for her forgiveness. The son 
of the dead man entered, and when 
he heard rushed off and killed all 
the unfortunate hunter's family in 


revenge. In retaliation the hunter 
killed all the dead man’s fatnily, 
and so the feud began. .When we 


were informed of this: and came to 
investigate we found that there was 
only one man surviving out of two 
families and about 17 persons. We 
could do nothing but lecture’ the 
survivor. 

“There are no native Jaws. They 
don’t -steal, but think nothing of 
murder. When they are ‘put out,’ as 
the saying goes, they must take a 
life. They don't mind whom they 
kill when they are angry, as long as 
they kill someone. There is no sort 
of punishment for the crime.”

with the little sequestered poh dis 
beside the village church it requires | 
a long stretch of imagination to grasp” 
a full meaning of the wealth and the 
poverty, the pomp and the pauperism, 
the vastness and yet the inadequate- 
ness ‘and glittering superficiality of a 
great cemetery like that at the north- 
eastern suburb of Montreal—the Cote 
des Neiges, the Roman Catholic ne- 
cropolis. The village graveyard, with 
its few modest monuments and head. 
stones of marble slab, is the last rest- 
ing-place of neighbor with neighbor; 
the other, with its sloping hills and | 
verdant valleys, its imposing obelisks 
and massive mausoleums, is the com- 
mon burying-ground of a vast, motley 
multitude, the one place where at last 
the dust of the street vagrant will 
mingle with the ashes of the great 
men of the community. 

Cote des Neiges, with .its average 
of more than twenty burials a day 
and a population already of more 
than three hundred thousand, might 
well be called an actual city of the 
dead. It is located on the slope and 
in the valley between two mountains, 
which in reality are merely large 
hills. The name when expressed in 
English is Hill of the Snows. The 
total area of the cemetery is three 
hundred acres. It is well wooded, and 
from the entrance inward there are 
several rows of magnificent elms. 

In this cemetery repose the remains 
of Joseph Guibord, whose grave for 
forty-four years has been for the 
eager spectator a spot of remarkable 
notoriety, for it has the unique dis- 
tinction of being set apart and de- 
nounced as unhallowed ground. Gui- 
bord was a free-thinker, who died in 
the year 1869. He was one of the 
members of the Institut Canadien, 
and when he died, his widow, a de- 
vout Catholic, proceeded to have him 
buried at Cote des Neiges. The auth- 
oritie the Roman Catholic Church 
declared that, as he had lived and 
died a member of an institution that 
existed against the wil] of the Church, 
his remains were not to be suffered 
to be buried in consecrated ground.. 
Notwithstanding this dictate, the wife 
progeeded to have the body interred 
at Cote des Neiges, but the gates were 
locked and: admittance was refused. 
The body was then placed in a vault 
in the Protestant cemetery, and there 
it remained for six months, during 
which time the question of the 
Church’s right to refuse burial to Gui- 
bord was debated through the Quebeo 
courts, and finally an appeal was 
made to the Privy Council of the 
House of Lords. The Lords fouhd 
that the Church could not rightly re- 
fuse burial, and a writ of mandamus, 
signed by Queen Victoria, was issued. 
The writ called upon the Church to 
admit the body for burial, but even 
then tremendous efforts were made to 
prevent the cortege from entering the 
grounds. 

It looked at one time as if the con- 
troversy would end in civil war. When 
the day for burial arrived, one hun- 
dred policemen, with 1,200 volunteers, 
representing seven of ‘the principal 
regiments of the city, were called out. 
They paraded with loaded rifles and 
fixed bayonets, while the artillery 
‘corps brought out heavy guns, hauled 
by horses. 

Buria] finally took place peacefully 
but in order to prevent desecration 
many tons of Portland cement was 
placed over the coffin, and the whole 
was surmounted by a huge stone 
shaped like a_ coffin. Archbishop 
Bourget thereupon declared in a pas- 
toral letter that ‘the place where 
this rebellious child of the Church 
has been laid is now, in fact, separat- 
ed from the rest of the consecrated 
cemetery, to be no more anything but 
a profane place.’’ And thus tg-day 
the stone may be seen there, with 
nothing in particular to show that 
the spot is different in essence from 
the rest of the cemetery. 


A Matter of Cognomens. 


Mr. Mark Irish, of Toronto, who was 
chairman of the recent Borden meet- 
ing, tells a story of an experience 
which he has since had at Ottawa. It 
goes to prove that no statesman is 
hero with the common people until 
they ‘learn to call him by hie first 
name. He was sitting in the visitors’ 
gallery during some very dull pro- 
ceedings. Because of the dullness 
several of/the Ministers found time to 
nod to him. By this side sat an eld- 
erly gentleman, who from all appear- 
ances had spent his life mainly in 
agricultural purguits. The old gentle- 
man noticed the nods back and forth 
and the unmistakable evidence of 
familiarity between Mr. Irish and the 
Ministers duly impressed him. Ina 
stage whisper he said, “Is Mr. Borden 
there?” Mr. Irish satisfied his curios- 
ity. He then asked after Mr. Coch- 
rane and Mr. Rogers, and each was 
duly pointed out to him. Then, in 
most confidential tone, he whispered: 

‘“‘Where is Sam Hughes?” 

Mr. Irish had to admit that Mr. 
Hughes was not in the House. The 
old man was much disappointed, but 


remarked, ‘‘He is worth the whole 
bunch put together.’”-—Canadian Cour 
fer.
